DRASTIC SHAKEUP IN 
ROUTES 


In ono of the most swooping changes 
that tho United States postal service 
has ever made in this valley, and one 
which 
bids 
fair to raise n storm of 
criticism 
from 
valley 
patrons in six 
cities and towns, the department lms 
this week issued an order that abolish­ 
es tho rural routes out of Azusa and 
Olendora and doubles the mileage of 
the Covina 
route, leaving many 
resi­ 
dents 
with 
a much 
inferior 
service. 
The change goes into effect on June 1. 


Tho 
confusion 
nnd 
dissatisfaction 
that will bo caused by tho change will 
come about because mnny residents on 
east and west 
roads will not receive 
mnil at boxes in front of their homes, 
but in mnny instances will be obliged 
to 8et**iip their boxes at the intersec­ 
tions of north nnd sou^h roads. In some 
cases this menus n distance of a half 
a mile or more between the home and 
the mail-box. In other words, many of 
tho 
rural residents will no longer he 
served at their homes. 


It will also mean that residents who 
have for years--received their mail out 
of the Azusa and Olendora offices will 
receive it. through Han Diimis and Co­ 
vina offices. This is true even of resi­ 
dents living on Sierra Madre nvonue, 
north of the city of Azusa. Home busi­ 
ness men in Azusa who live outside the 
Azusa cily limits will not receive their 
mnil through the Azusa postolliee, but 
through 
the Covina and Hint 
Dinuis 
ottlcos. 
This 
surely 
means 
confusion 
and extreme 
dissatisfaction.

This fact lifts the coming election out of the class of elections we 
have had in the past. 
I t makes it necessary for every voter to reg­ 
ister his desire at the polls. 
When the voters have selected the men 
who will administrate the city affairs during this important period, 
they should get behind these men and support them solidly, in order 
that the very best may be obtained from the spending of this money. 


Every candidate for the position of city trustee and for the other 
offices to be filled, is known to all the voters. 
There are just two 
things to do between now and April 10—to become thoroughly fam­ 
iliar with the names of the candidates and with their intentions, and 
to prepare to get out the full strength of the vote. ' 


Too Small For These Critical Times. 


The city of Raleigh. North Carolina, is about the size of Pomona, 
the city on the east border of this county—that is to say, about 15,000. 


The newspaper in Raleigh is not as good a newspaper as any one 
of the three newspapers in Pomona. 
Tt is a little, eight-page sheet 
with the inside pages filled with patent-medicine cure-alls and ancient 
"boiler-plate." 


It is owned and edited by Josephus Daniels, who is at the present 
time secretary of the navy, one of the great portfolios of the American 
nation. 
Prior to be appointed secretary of the navy by President 
Wilson, Daniels was just a small editor in a small state, running a 
small newspaper.' 
Since becoming secretary of the navy he has be­ 
come an ever-present and potential menace through incompetence. 


We have had plenty of secretaries of the navy who didn't know 
a bowsprit from a bilge-water, and what is more, they didn't care. 
They had been appointed to this cabinet position by Republican pres­ 
idents and by Democratic presidents. 
They didn't know anything 
about their job, and having been big men in other lines of endeavor, 
they knew enough to sit tight, sign reports, make speeches, and allow 
the naval board and the admirals of the line to take care of the busi­ 
ness of the navy. 
But Daniels is so small that he has taken himself 
seriously. 
From the first day of his appointment he has been bossing 
such men as Admiral Fletcher and Admiral Mayo, and 
showing 
Admiral Dewey his proper place. 
The secretary of the navy is of 
course the superior officer of these admirals. 


Daniels disgraced us before all the'world when he ordered Admiral 
Mayo to withdraw his war-vessels from Mexican borders, leaving 200 
American men, women and children exposed to the atrocities of an 
inflamed Mexican mob. 
These Mexicans would have butchered every 
American in Vera Cruz and Tampico if German and British war- 
vessels had not acted in the interests of humanity and taken the 
Americans under the protection of foreign 
flags. 
The ardio message 
from Daniels that ordered the fleet to leave these Americans so as­ 
tounded Mayo and Fletcher that they radiographed to Washington 
twice for a confirmation of the message. 
Mayo had told the Mexicans 
that they would have to salute the American flag in reparation for 
their outrages. 
Daniels instructed Mayo and Fletcher never again 
to make any such demands without first consulting Daniels and the 
administration. 
The American flag has not been saluted. 


The record of Daniels as an incompetent meddler takes many 
pages to tell. 
Under his direction the, esprit de corps of the navy has 
been shattered. 
His picture is hissed by the bluejackets when it ap­ 
pears on a motion-picture screen. 
Discipline has fallen to a low mark. 
Officers, from ensigns to admirals, are raging inwardly at the stupid­ 
ity that has made a wreck of a navy that was second in the world 
under Von Meyer and Roosevelt. 
Every maneuver that- has been 
attempted in the last three years has resulted in half the ships of the 
.line being put tout, of commission with' .various mechanical troubles 
that have rendered them helpless. 
Sitbrnarmes will not submerge, 
and war vessels could never make the journey from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific without disaster, according to Admiral Fletcher's report. 
The vessels are under-manned, undcr-omeered. 
Daniels reigns over 
all this wreck and confusion with the complacency of a little .man. 
He bosses the big admirals around, makes speeches and inspires long 
and fulsome praise from the newspapers. 


The times are very critical in the United States. 
The American 
people should set politics aside at this time and demand that Daniels 
be removed as the first, intelligent step toward 
preparedness. 
It 
should not be considered whether he is a Democrat or a Republican, 
.but that merely he is a monstrous failure and a danger to the Ameri­ 
can people. 


Admiral Dewey at Manila bay, said " Y o n may fire when ready, 
> Crindley." 
And the American people should at this time paraphrase 
Yhis sentence to fit the ease of Daniels, and sny, " Y o u may fire Daniels 
now, Mr. Wilson." 


" W e sorely need soirieone to save the Democratic party, which at 
present is a dismal f a i l u r e / ' said Mayor Newton D. Baker of Cleve­ 
land. 
And a few days later he was made secretary of war by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, to succeed Lindley M. Garrison. 
It is perhaps not so 
important to save the Democratic p a r t y as to save the country from 
incompetent officials, and these are to be found in both parties. 


Every week some fairly-prominent local citizen wants to know 
why he wasn't informed through the local newspaper of some local 
matter. 
And invariably the answer is that he didn't read the paper. 
Generally the matter in question has hot only been printed at length 
in one issue, but has appeared several times.

The School Election. 


Just as important, and perhaps more so, than the city election, 
is the election on April 7, when trustees will be elected to vacancies 
on the Covina union high school board. 
This election is of vital 
interest to Covina, West 
Covina, Irwindale, Baldwin 
Park, 
and 
('barter Oak. 


Dr. G. D. Jennings. ,whd has served as secretary of this board for 
eight years, has requested that he be allowed to rotire. 
There would 
be no doubt of his election if he desired to run again, but other duties 
make it impossible for him to accept. 
W. P. Watts, whose term ex­ 
pires, is a candidate for re-election. 
He should be given the solid 
vote of the entire district. 
James R. Elliott, for twenty-six years 
superintendent of the Covina Irrigating Company, is a candidate to 
succeed Dr. Jennings. 
No better man could possibly be secured for 
the position. 


The issue at this school election is plain. 
Mr. Elliott and Mr. 
Watts are thoroughly in accord with the work which has been and is 
being done by Supervising Principal J. J. Morgan. 
If elected they 
will vote to continue this valuable man in his present position. 
Other 
candidates for school trustees are being put forward by a contingent 
opposed to the retention of Mr. Morgan. 
The voters must not be 
confused. 
This is the issue and nothing else. 


Under Principal Morgan's direction the Covina union high school 
district has come to be the most, economically-managed district in 
the county. 
There is but one high school district in the county that 
has a lower tax-rate this year, and that school is Uurbauk, which has 
spent very little, is much smaller, and cannot be said to be in a class 
with this large district. 
Covina's average for the last four years is 
lower than Burbank. 
When Principal Morgan took charge of the 
Covina. district, we were paying $1.41 on every hundred dollars of 
valuation in the district. 
We are now paying 7KV*: cents, with an 
average for the last four years of 74 cents. 


The University of California at Berkeley has gone on record as 
saying that from the scholastic standpoint the Covina schools are 
second to none in Los Angeles county. 
The office of the county super­ 
intendent will cheerfully bear out this statement. 


This school election will be here in a few days now. 
The voter 
should ask questions, visit the schools, talk with the principal, and 
discover at first hand if there be any real reason for making a change 
at this time. 
The issue is very clearly defined. 
You must deter­ 
mine for yourself what is the best thing to do.
